2. During Fiscal Tear 1999# the MIS Committee received a apecial 
report prepared by C33C28BB5 la collaboratiaa with the other major U.3. 
ccenand* is listers iurope, m use of the MIS in coaaectica wife the 195& 
Lebanon landings. Based m extensive consent* tvm the easaands, the re- 
port stressed the value of the full spectres of SIS content coverage aM 
the importance of aa~haad availability of published US at times of ester- 
jgoscy. At the sane time, however, the CEOUM report noted a lack of ade- 
quate cosprehenstre Maintenance, thereby confirming the 1955 conclusion of 
the Clark Task Force of the leaver Caaslssion that "There will always be a 
cant inning requirement for keeping this Survey up to date* ad underscoring 
the continuing concern of the SIS Committee with providing m adequate Main- 
tenance base for the large and growing volume of SIS coverage. 

3 . A staff study prepared by the Office of Basic Intelligence for IIS 
Cosaittee consideration pointed out that 'the existing level of MIS effort in 
the contributing agencies could not concurrently support bath rapid completion 
ef Initial world-wide coverage and comprehensive Maintenance production m as. 
acceptably timely basis. The study made clear that more timely Maintenance 
would as a minimus require sustained contributing agency effort at the full 
annual level of eight equivalent SIS as approved by the JC3, and in addition 
•would require selective scheduling in terns of Faiatenaace priori tiee in area# 
and topic*. At fee eloee of fee reporting period, fee contributing agencies 
had some progress toward iiapiemeuting this program of selective Mainte- 
nance by such measures as adjusting production schedules and realigning stsff 
capabilities. However, it is evident feat budgetary restrictions arid man- 
power reductions occurring in FT i 960 will adversely effect fee selective 
Maintenance progress. 
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
